HIS STORY UNDER

Makes Evasive’ Replies When

WAUKEGAN, IIL, June 27.—William 
Hl. Orpet, 20-year-old University of 
Wisconsin student, charged with the 
murder of Marion Lambert, his school 
girl sweetheart, took the stand again 
today to continue his story of her 
death. After a few questions by his 
attorneys he was turned over to the 
state for cross-examination. 

Attorney Ralph F. Potter of the de- 
fense asked Orpet about the water and 
molasses which he sent to Marion “to 
relieve her mind.” One of these bot- 
tles he sent to‘her, the other he 
brought to her on Feb. 9th, the day of 
her death. 

“I bought the bottle, of six ounce 
size of Otto Peterson and filled it two- 
thirds full in my room,” he said. 

Orpet testified yesterday that Ma- 
rion when he met herin Helm’s Woods 
refused to accept it, saying “that will 
rot do me any good.” 

Orpet was in better voice than yes- 
terday and talked with more assur- 
ance.

céives Word National Defense 
Act Is in Effect.

Maj. George W. Goode, U. §. A., in 
charge of the St. Lwuts recruiting dis- 
trict, today received advices from the 
War Department that the National 
Defense Act is in force and that re- 
cruits from 18 to 21 ‘years of age 
may be accepted for enlistment with- 
out parental consent. 

Maj. Goode expects recruiting to be 
stimulated by this action, as fully 
half the applicants, since the cal! for 
the militia was sent out, have been 
minors. -The Defense Act also pro- 
vides that recruits from 16 to 18 years old 
may be accepted if they fill the re- 
quiréménts, but they must have par- 
ental consent. 

The act holds out inducements that 
are expected to prove attractive to 
the prospecticve recruit. The most 
important of these is that it will be 
possible to be discharged from sger- 
vice one year from enlistment, if the 
recruit attains a high grade of pro- 
ficiency and efficiency and granted 
a furlough to the reserves, 

The act also provides for appoint- 
ment by the President to a cadetship 
at West Point of men from the ranks, 
between the ages of 19 and 22 years, 
so that in addition to receiving a 
military education it is possible to 
obtain a commission. 

During the last five days 276 men 
have applied for enlistment at the 
four recruiting stations in the city. 
Of this number 69 were accepted, the 
cthers being rejected for physical 
disability” or age.

On Way for Ammunition. 

The two were on their way to pack 
animals carrying the ammunition when 
they were intercepted near a small ir- 
rigation ditch by a detail Of the Mexi- 
cans. Lieut: Adair had already been 
wounded and had lost his pistol ‘n the 
previous fighting, but he had borrowed 
another and was fighting a hand4-to- 
hand battle when he was killed. He 
fell backwards unconscious and wag 
caught by the negro Sergeant as he slid

filled with water. The sergeant held 
Adair in his arms, his face above tne 
water until he died, the wounded otti- 
cer reviving only long enough to whis- 
per orders to leave him and finish tve 
mission.

The size of the field and the cover 
from which the Mexicans fought 
made it necesary for his troop and 
that of Capt. Boyd to separate and to 
fight what were practically individ- 
ual engagements, Cap. Morey said. 
Capt. Morey was brought here by 
troops of the Eleventh Cavalary sent 
to rescue Carrizal survivors after 
having led a handfull of starving, 
panting troopers 40 miles over a sun- 
baked desert to relief. The few 
crumbs of food they had were carried 
in their handkerchiefs and in their 
first-aid kits, while what water they 
had was carried in a baking powder 
tin which they had picked up on the 
roadside. 

Telis of His Escape. 

Morey told how he ordered the three 
troopers with him to go on when he 
became so weak of his wounds that he 
could not proceed. Morey, his wounds 
bandaged as best they could be, lay 
down in the desert and slept. The stars 
still were out, but dawn was breaking 
when he awoke, strengthened by the 
rest. He forced himself to his feet and 
staggered on in the direction in which 
he thought lay Santo Domingo ranch, 
eight miles from Carrizal, and the point 
where the command had bivouacked the 
night before the fight.

"RiO JANEIRO, June 27.—The keen in-

So the men washed up, and, stuffing 
the last of the beef into their first aid 
kits, a start was made as evening ap- 
proached. They headed for San Luis 
ranch, 35 miles to the east. 

After a march of 10 miles, accomp- 
lished in feverish relays, they’ encoun- 
tered the ranch manager, McCabe, with 
a mule team. This was a godsend, as 
Morey termed it. 

All piled in the wagon and rode to 
San Luis ranch, where they arrived at 
midnight Saturday, joining there with a 
squadron of Eleventh Cavalrymen who 
had beén sent out by Gen. Pershing to 
find them. 

With the squadron was a motor truck 
train, and in a truck Morey and his men 
headed for headquarters. Thirty-five 
miles from camp, Lieut. James Collins, 
Gen. Pershing’s aid, met the trucks with 
four automobiles, and Morey, transferred 
to the smaller car, reached here at dusk. 


On Peaceful Mission. 

It was both a peaceful and permis- 
sible mission on which the two troops 
engaged at Carrizal, according to the 
view expressed today by officers with 
Gen. Pershing’s column. It was 
peaceful, they declared, because all 
the campaigning by United States 
troops has been done in expectation 
of co-operation by Carranzistas and 
permissible because no limitation had 
been agreed upon by the two Govern- 
ments, which would restrict patrol- 
ling by the Americans. 

When Gen. Jacinto Trevino’s warn- 
ing that his men would fire upon 
American troops moving in any di- 
rection except north, reached the ex- 
peditionary forces, they were mov- 
ing north gradually, in expectation 
that the Carranzistas would occupy 
the territory evacuated and police it. 

Meanwhile, patrols were sent out 
on either side of the American col- 
umns for protective and observatory 
purposes. They moved in whatever 
direction their immediate duties re- 
quired. The Carrizal patrol was one 
of them.

CRACK MARKSMEN 


| Their Weapon T hey Use Weighs 


26 Pounds, and Can Be 
Made Ready in a Minute.

NEVADA, Mo., June 27.—The ma- 
chine gun company of the First Regi- 
ment, commanded by Capt. Norman 
Comfort, has the reputation of num- 
bering in its personnel some of the 
best marksmen in the brigade. 

The type of gun used by the First 
Regiment machine gun company is 
the 1909 model, Bennet-Mercier. It 
weighs 26 pounds, can be convenient- 
ly transported over the roughest 
country on mule-back, and can be up- 
packed from its leather case and as- 
sembled ready for action in one min- 
ute. It shoots “30-30” cartridges—3v 
one-hundredths of an inch in diameter 
and containing 30 grains of powder— 
under normal conditions at the rate 
of about 200 per minute. Greater ac- 
curacy is obtained if the speed is kept 
down to 180 shots per minute. 

Two men form a machine gun crew, 
the “gunner” and the “loader.” The 
first lies down directly back of the 
gun sights and fires the piece; the 
other, prostrate at the right side, in- 
serts the cartridge clips brought for- 
ward by ammunition carriers. The 
loader’s position is the more danger~ 
ous, nga he has the minimum pro- 


tectio 
The Bennet- Mercier is the type of 


machine gun used by the United 
States Army—that which is said to 
have jammed when Villa’s bandits 
were raiding Columbus, N. M., several 
months ago. First Regiment machine 
gun operators say that the gun will 
not jam if kept in good condition, is 
well olled and handled with intelli- 


gence. 
Main Sections of Gun, 
The main sections of the gun are 


the barrel and the receiver, contain- 
ing the firing, reloading and ejecting 
mechanism. At the tip of the barrel 
is the “rest,” which elevates the noz- 
zle of the rifle about 18 inches above 
the ground. The barrel is cooled by 
a small radiator, but frequently in 
action becomes almost red hot and 
has to be changed about every thou- 
sand shots. This is done with asbes- 
eos mittens 

At the back of the barrel is the re- 
ceiver, into which the clips contain- 
ing 80 cartridges feed automatically 
from the right side. 

The feed-piece pushes the car- 
tridges into the chamber, where they 
are fired and ejected in the twin- 
kling of an eye. Durnig brisk action, 
ejected shells spout out of the side 
of the machine gun in an unbroken 
stream. The guns are accurate up to 
2000 yards and will reach three miles. 
They cost approximately $1500. 

The stock is equipped with a spe- 
cial pistol grip, with which to steady 
the gun, and also with the elevating 
screw and slide bar. The former 
raises and lowers the stock of the 
gun. The latter allows it to slide on 
a short bar, a little atove the ground} 
over a short arc of a circle. This 
gives the gun a 15-degree spray of 
fire. 

The First Regiment machine gun 
company has 4 guns and is recruited to 
peace strength, or 638 men.

Prisoner Smiles ‘Nervously as 
Emblem Taken From His 
Handbag Is Unfolded. 


LONDON, June 27.—The second day of 
the trial of Sir Roger Casement for high 
treason opened with no change in the 
apathetic attitude with which the gen- 
eral public regards the case 

The atmosphere of the courtroom is 
not that of a trial for life, and the Chief 
Justice was compelled yesterday to in- 
sist that there must be no laughter in 
court. The laughter was evoked by the 
repartee of the Irish soldier witnesses. 

The attitude of Casement himself is 
far from being one of gravity. He ap- 
pears neither crushed nor subdued by 
the seriousness of his position, and takes 
the proceedings in a most casual man- 
ner. The prisoner appeared to be in a 
cheerful frame of mind as he entered 
the dock, although he displayed little of 
the jauntiness shown at the preliminary 
examination. 

Mary Gorman, a servant girl, identified 
Sir Roger as one of three men she met 
hurrying away from the beach early 
Friday morning. She was followed by 
Thomas Hearn, a Sergeant in the Irish 
Constabulary, who told of tracing Sir 
Roger to the ruined fort in the vicinity 
of which he arrested him. Hearn iden- 
tifled revolvers, maps of Ireland and a 
flag of the revolutionists which were 
found in a hand bag. 

One police witness said that al- 
though the carrying of arms and 
drilling went on unhampered by the 
authorities, the landing of arms 
| would have had a very grave effect. 

‘Allewed Code Introduced. 

During the testimony of Constable Ri- 
ley, who assisted in the arrest of Sir 
Roger, the prosecution introduced a pa- 
per on which was written a code Sir 
stoger is said to have thrown away. 
This paper was picked up and given to 
Riley. The prosecution has laid great 
stress on the importance of this code, 
which, it contends, was intended for 
communication with Germans. 

Opposite a series of numbers were 
sentences such as “‘send cannons and 
ammunition’’ and “send more explo- 
sives.” The prosecution attempted to 
establish that some of the penciled tig- 
ures were German characters. 

The testimony was aisposed of rapidly 
this morning, and a large number of 
witnesses appeared for the prosecution. 
Much of the testimony was corrobora- 
tive. Sidney Wabhorn, leading signal] 
man on the British patrol boat Blue- 
bell, told the oft-repeated story of how 
the ammunition ship Aud was held up 
on suspicion by the Blue Bell off Tralee 
and of the crew blowing her up when 
Queenstown was neared. A diver iden- 
tified rifles and ammunition he found 
on the wrecked Aud. 

The prosecution rested its case sud 
denly, shortly atfer the luncheon re- 
cess, and the Attorney-General an- 
nounced that he had no statement 
to make. _ 

Attorney Sullivan immediately be- 
gan an address in an attempt to have 
the indictment quashed. His argu- 
ment was highly technical, being an 
effort to show that the alleged trea- 
sonable acts were committed outside 
British realms and could not be tried 
in Great Britain.

International Law.

HE long-continued situation of an- 

archy in Mexico constitutes an in- 
; ternational nuisance which the 
1 United States, as a suffering neighbor 
society, has the right. under settled 
| Principles of international law, to abate. 

The sending of United States troops 
into Mexico is, generally speaking, a 
high act of international police, under- 
taken in default of the ability or will- 
ingness of Mexico to discharge its inter- 
national obligations. 

There are three conspicuous Instances 
in the history of the United States bear- 
ing upon the present situation. 

The first is the case of the steamboat 
Caroline, in which sympathizers from 
the United States with the Canadian in- 
surrectionists of 1837 planned an expedi- 
tion against Canada from United States 
jurisdiction. The British authorities 
seized the vessel at Schlosser, N. Y., 
and set it adrift over Niagara Falls. 
The United States accepted an apology 
from Great Britain for this invasion of 
our territory and admitted its justifica- 
tion under the circumstances. 

The second instance is the seizure o? 
Amelia Island, at the mouth of St. 
Mary’s River, in October, 1817, by United 
States forces in order to put down a 
band of buccaneers under the leader- 
ship of an adventurer named McGregor. 
This island belonged to Spain, and, in 
spite of repeated protest against the 
activity of the outlaws, Spain had been 
unable or unwilling to exterminate them. 

Secretary of State Adams said, with 
regard to the matter, in 1818: 

“When an island is occupled by a 
nest of pirates harrassing the com- 
merce of the United States, they may 
be pursued and driven from it by 
authority of the United States, even 
though such island were nominally 
under the jurisdiction of Spain, Spain 
not exercising over it any control.” 

A third instance occurred in 1815, 
when President Monroe sent Genera! 
Jackson into the Spanish territory 
of Florida to destroy outlaws who 
had committed depredations upon 
United States territory. In this case, 
as in that of Amelia Island, Spain 
had committed depredations upon 
United States territory.

than undertake that protection itself. 

When revolution sunders the po- 
litical fabric of & country, other 
States extend recognition to one or 
the other contending parties only’ 
when they are satisfied that such 
party is capable and willing to pro- 
tect foreigners and their property, 
and otherwise discharge that State’s 
duties under the laws of nations. Un- 
til such recognition is extended other 
States realize that they may have to 
undertake independently, within such 
revolutionary territory, the protec- 
tion of their rights, and they are jus- 
tified, in the absence of any adequate 
organization within such territory, in| 
Jispatching troops thither when they 
deem necessary. 

On October 19, 1915, the United 
States recognized Carranza as first 
chief in the de facto government. The 
effect of this recognition was to sur- 
render our right of independent ac- 
tion and place our reliance in Car- 
ranza, at least until such time as 
the Carransa government manifestly 
exhibited its incapacity. | 

When the Columbus raid occurred, 
consistency required that an appeal 
be made to Carranza to exterminate 
Villa and his band, disavow their 
acts, an indemnify American suffer- 
ers, rather than immediately dispatch 
troops upon Mexican territory. The 
dispatch of troops amounted to a de- 
nial in fact of Carranza’s capacity 
fully to discharge his obligations to 
us, and contradicted the admission of 
his capacity and willingness implied 
in our recognition of his government. 
Consistency would, therefore, require 
that the United States withdraw its 
recognition of Carranza in order to 

regularize the sending of troops into 
Mexico, for, 80 long as the recognition 
continues the United States is estop- 
ped from violating that recognition 
by acts incompatible with it.

PRINTING SHOP NEARBY 


lCharles T. Burgess, Owner, De- 


nies Any Connection With 
Organization. 


fnvestigation by a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter today disclosed the secret head- 
quarters of the Independent Voters’ 
League, a political organization, which 
works in the dark and was formed for 
the purpose of trying to defeat at elec- 
tions all candidates who profess faith 
in the Catholic religion. 

The headquarters are in an office on 
the third floor of the Benoist Build- 
ing, Ninth and Pine streets, which is 
numberless, and has no lettering either 
on the door of the office or on the glass 
partition separating it from the corri- 
dor. 

Persons ‘calling at the office are ad- 
mitted only after firgt giving secret raps 
on the glass panel and after being thor- 
oughly inspected by those. within 
through a crack caused by the prelimi- 
nary opening of the door of but an 
inch or two. 

An air of secrecy and mystery hangs 
over the place and this has aroused the 
curiosity of other tenants in the build- 
ing. * The office is occupied by a man 
about 55 or 60 years old and a young, 
handsome, black-eyed girl stenographer. 


Printing Office Nearby. 

The office is within a few. feet of 
that of Charles T. Burgess, head of the 
Burgess Printing Co., in room 392, whe 
was one of those who attended the se- 
cret meeting of the league Sunday night 
in the Cdeon, 
which was exposed in yesterday's FPost- 
Dispatch. 

On entering office the re- 
of

cret meeting Sunday and was in turn 


“recognized by Burgess. Burgess was 


confused when confronted and 4ques- 
tioned about his connection with the 
league. 

Burgess is a short, stout man about 
40 years old. He is about five feet and 
six inches tall and weighs about 180 
pounds. He has a large, pleasant face; 
smooth shaven, of which the most no- 
ticeable feature is his sparkling biue 
eyes. He is a blond and was dressed in 
a light suit. 

Folding his arms and leaning back 
against his desk, while the reporter 
propounded several questions, Burg.ss 
showed a sickly grin. 

“I could ask you a lot of questions,’’ 
he said to the reporter, ‘and if you 
didn’t want to answer them you 
wouldn't. That’s my position exactly. I 
have nothing to say.”’ 

“You were at that meeting ‘Sanday 
were you not,’’ he was asked. 


Admits He Was at Meeting. 
“I was,’ he replied. ‘Just aa tote of 


others were, by invitation. That meet- 
ing was open and anyone could attend 
that wanted to.’’

Greene F. Harding, referred to by the 
stenographer, formerly was employed 
by the City Plan Commission and li 
was revealed about a year ago that he 
is one of the staunch members of the 
secret Voters’. League. He has been ac- 
tive as one of the heads of the organ- 
ization In St. Louis. 

Tenants in the Benoist Bullding who 
have been watching the secret affice 
of the league because of the mystery 
surrounding it heve seen large quan- 
tities of mail taken out of and brought 
into the place daily. Burgess this morn- 
ing emerged from the office with a bas- 
ketful of letters, which he carried into 
his printing shop. The Voters’ League 
has all its mail sent to P. O. Box 656 at 
the rostoffice. 

The regular porter of the building is 
not permitted by the occupants to en- 
ter the room to sweep and clean it, the 
tenants have noted, while none are per- 
mitted to enter without first being sub- 
pected to a minute “‘keyhole examina- 
tion.”’

Antarctic Explorer Says Wooden 
Steam Vessel or Ice Breaker 
Will Be Necessary. 


By Lieut. Sir Ernest Shackleton. 
(Copyright, 1916, by Press Pub. Co.) 
PORT STANLEY, Falkland Islands, 
June 25, via London, June 27.-I have re- 
turned here from the attempt to reach 
Elephant Island in the vessel kindly lent 

by the Urtfguayan Government. 
I greatly regret having to report that 
we were unable to effect the rescue of 


my comrades left in the ice hole there. | 


The ice conditions are much heavier 
than on the previous attempt I made in 
May in an 80-ton South Georgian whaler, 
with Capt. Thom in command, after I 
lad reached there from Elephant Island. 

We encountered a stream of ice 
miles north of Elephant Island. We 
passed through this successfully and 
reached within 20 miles of the island, 
but owing to the heavy, impenetrable 
}ack, interspersed with numerous icc- 
tmaPxs and a high northwest swell, we 
iwund it impossible to proceed. The ice 
stretched in crescent form from west- 
northwest through south to northeast, 
the two horns being 6 miles from the 
island. 

Wooden Steam Vessel Required. 

This winter’s ice conditions are so bad 
¢hat ultimate rescue can only be effected 
with a wooden steam vessel or an ice 
Sreaker.

guins at the edge of the ice, and these 
would supplement the food ashore, 
which mainly consists of bovril rations 
having high calorific value.

Saved Most of Expedition. 

Sir. Ernest Shackleton cabled to the 
Yew York World and Post-Dispatch 
on May 31 from the Falkland Island a 
thrilling report of his having saved the 
greater number of the men of his Ant- 
arctic expedition, his ship, the Endur- 
ance, having foundered last November, 
being crushed by ice in the Weddell 
Sea and carried by the pack for many 
months, 

After almost incredible efforts two of 
the three whale boats in which the ex- 
plorers braved the icy, storm-lashed 
ocean, reached Elephant Island April 
1s. There Shackleton left 22 mep in 
charge of Frank Wild, the second in 
command of the expedition and, with 
five volunteers, set out for aid. The 
men stranded on Elephant Island had 
no shelter except a cave cut out of the 
ice cliffs, but they had “five weeks’ 
provisions, full rations, exclusive of 
the possibility of obtaining seals.’’ 

In a 22-foot boat covered with sledge 
runners, box lids and canvas, Sir Ernest 
set out April 24 in weather ‘‘appalling- 
ly bad, with constant blizzards.’”’ May 
15 he reached King Haakon Bay, South 
Georgia. Taking two men, he crossed 
the island to Stromness, a whaling sta- 
tion. 

Finds Ice Too Formidable. 

While one whaler was sent for the 
other three of the rescue party, Shackle- 
ton obtained an &-ton unprotected 
whaler, in which, with Capt. Thom in 
command, he started, May 2, for Ele- 
phant Island, but ‘‘found the ice too 
formidable for the vessel and we re- 
luctantly decided to turn north for as- 
sistance to the Falkland Island.”’ 

Responding to Shackleton’s call for 
help, the Uruguayan Government sent 
a steam trawler to Port Stanley, in 
which Sir Ernest started for Elephant 
Island June 18.

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$10,000,000 APPROPRIATION 
BILL FOR ARMY PASSES HOUSE 


Increases Are Made in Allowances for 
National Guard and Machine 
Gun—Measgure Goes to Senate. 


. WASHINGTON, June 27.—The 
liouse passed the army appropriation 
bill yesterday by a unanimous vote 
after it had increased its total to 
$* 80,000,000. The bill now goes to the 
Senate. 

Some of the pfincipal increases 
made were: For field artillery for 
national guard, increaseq from §3.-: 
000,000 to $8,000,000, divided equally 
between manufacture and purchase; 
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artillery ammunition for national 
guard, $3,000,000 to $8,090,000; for 
citizen military training, $500,000 to 
$2,000,000; horses, $800,000 to  §3,-

It is an un- 
eyual burden. One offers his life—the other gives 
nothing to compare. 

On the other hand there are a lot of young men 
Who cannot enlist simply because someone is de- 
pendent upon them, and the private’s pay cannot 
' bridge the gap. Of course I don’t favor raising 
._ the privates’ pay. It might give him the idea he 
is a person of some consequence in war, which, ac- 
ecrding to my observation, is an idea not encour- 
aged overmuch in our present military system. 

The financial question has been met in a few in- 
stances by employers placing their men on half 
or full pay during service, but a vast number will 
| serve with nothing but Government pay. The idea 
' of caring for the enlisted man’s dependents has 
been met by some extent by popular subscription, 
to be handled by charitable organizations and ad- 
ministered by them, no doubt, at the usual high 
admiaistration expense. To my mind, this smacks 
& little too strongly of charity—and its ill con- 
cealed condescension. 

Why not start a big brother movement of this 
sort: Let those barroom orators and veranda patri- 
ots who want war so badly offer to shoulder the 
burden of some young fellow who has a wife, 
mother or father to support—let him directly make 
/ up the deficit between his protege’s wages and

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STRIKE OR ARBITRATION ? 

The report that the threatened strike of rail- 
road trainmen will not take place in the event of 
war with Mexico is, if true, proof of. good judg- 
ment and sound patriotism on the part of the lead- 
ers of the organizations who are seeking wage in- 
creases from the railroads. An attempt to stop 
transportation on railroads in the midst of war 
would be a heavy blow at the Government and 
would endanger not only -the lives of American 
soldiers, but the vital interests of the country. 

Under any circumstances, however, a railroad 


|| strike of the magnitude planned by the tr.inmen 
} would be a heavy blow at the country. It would 


check the wheels of industry; it would block com- 
' merce; it would destroy prosperity; it would be 
»@ public calamity of unmeasured evil. From a 
condition of prosperous activity the country would 
be reduced to a condition of stagnant poverty. 
The weight of hardship would fall heaviest upon 
wage-earners. 

The paramount interest in a strike of this kind 
would be the interest of the public, whose means 
ot transportation and communieation weuld be 
cut off. The public would suffer most and would 
demand a rigid accounting of al] responsible for 
the calamity. How could it be fustified unless 
every possible means of reaching an equitable 
settlement had been exhausted? The moral judg- 
ment of the public would be the controlling factor 
in the conclusion, and that judgment in such a 
vast and destructive industrial war would be 
more insistent upon the question of equity than 
in international warfare. 

The railroad managers offer arbitration or, 
preferably, a Federal inquiry and decision by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, the official 
body best acquainted with railroad conditions and 
empowered to regulate railroad rates. This, at 
least, is a fair attitude on the part of railroad 
managements. It makes them strong with the 
public. 

What have the trainmen to offer in justification 
of a strike? Can they afford to reject an offer 
of arbitration and stand on a determination to 
enforce their demands by destructive war, not 
only on the railroads, but the vast interests that 
are dependent upon their operation? What could 
they offer in reply to the public’s demand for 
equitable peace? 

Leaders of the trainmen say there is as yet 
no menace of a strike, and Hénce there is nothing 
to arbitrate, because the leaders have not been 
authorized to declare a strike. A vote is being 
taken on the strike question. What will happen 
if the strike shall be authorized? Will not the 


} leaders take the vote as a strike mandate? What 


is the alternative to the strike? What is the sen- 
timent of the trainmen on the alternative—arbi- 
tration? 

The responsibility for this railroad strike, if it 
is ever laid upon the trainmen and their leaders, 
will be the heaviest ever borne by labor. The 
consequences of rejecting an appeal to reason 
before undertaking so disastrous a war should 
make them think twice. 
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VILLA MAY HAVE HIS WISH. 

At the time Villa made his raid across the 
boundary on Columbus, it was asserted that his 
purpose was to provoke war between Carranza 
and the United States, hating both about equally. 

Many things have happened since then, but the 
central fact is that our troops are in Mexico, in 
direct consequence of the Columbus raid, and, 
being in Mexico, have been subjected to attack by 
Carranza. | 

As an instigator of war Villa seems to be the 
equal of an ultimatum from Austro-Hungary to 
Servia. 
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This lesson in Mexican treachery will save 
many more lives than were lost. 
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BULL MOOSE A REASONING ANIMAL? 

The Colonel is still vigorous in denouning 
the “professional German-Americans,”’ but does 
not think the fact that they supported Hughes at 
Chicago should be a debit item against the nom- 
inee. Their attitude was due, he says, “not in 
the least to any liking for Hughes, but solely to 
their antagonism to me. They were bound to 
defeat me for the nomination.” 

But having ‘defeated me’ at Chtente those 
same professional German-Americans, for whom 
“scorn and detestation” should be felt, according 
to the Colonel, and who “seek to make the Amer- 
ican President in effect a Viceroy of the German 
Emperor,” are now bound to defeat Wilson at the 
polis, if they can.

Has that 
time gone?

Father Hidalgo rang in 1810 was to the Mexicans, 
this Bell of Kaskaskia is to the Mississippi Val- 
ley. It was not the general practice of the ancient 
fabricators of belis to execute an order at their 
home foundry and then trust to the meager 
transportation facilities of the time to deliver the 
weighty output at the place for which it was 
destined. They proceeded to the town from which 
the order had come, set up their furnaces and cast 
the bell in the very locality which for !ong years 
would listen to its tones. 

It was impractical, however, to ask members 
of this important guild to journey in the old days 
to the New World. The bells installed in co- 
lonial churches were génerally of European manu- 
facture. Perhaps that is one reason why most of 
the colonial bells were rather small. At any rate, 
when Louis XV wished to present a bell to the 
“Church in Illinois across the sea,” he directed 
that one should be cast at La Rochelle. That was 
in 1741 and in subsequent months it reached Kas- 
kaskia via New Orleans. It antedated by a full 
10 years the arrival of the Liberty Bell at Phila- 
delphia. ft weighed 750 pounds. 

No locality can assert as perfect a title to this 
old bell as the locality with which it has been
